Henry W. Grady was born in Athens, 
Ga., May 17, 1851, and was educated at 
the university of Georgia and the univers­ 
ity of Virginia. 
His father was a wealthy 
business man of Athens and was killed at 
Petersburg while leading the Twenty-fifth 
North Carolina regiment. 
At the age of 20 Mr. Grady was editor 
of the Commercial, published at Rome, 
Ga. 
Subsequently he started the Herald. 
In 1876 the Herald went to the wall and 
Mr. Grady found himself out of a job. He 
went to New York and was engaged on 
the Herald staff. 
He staid on that paper 
for two years. 
In 1880 he bobght a fourth interest in 
the Atlanta Constitution. 
From this point 
his rd Vance up the ladder was ra p id and 
at the time of his death he was at the top 
round. 
He leaves a wife and two bright 
young children. 
Mr. Grady was Napoleonic in his news­ 
paper ideas. 
He thought that a paper 
could not have too much sensational news. 
Although the editor had managed many 
political campaigns he had steadfastly re 
fused to accept any office. 
He was ten­ 
dered the position of Congressman from 
the State at large several years ago but 
would not accept it.

The R e p o rt of S ecretary Lord of the State 
B o ard of L abor S tatistics. 
S prin g field, IIL, Dec. 24.—The report 
of(the Secretary Lord of the State bureau 
o ff abo r statistics shows that the total pro­ 
duct of Illinois coal mines for the year 
qnded July I, u lt, was less than that of 
the preceding year by 257,225 ton?, yet 
materially greater than that of any year 
preceding that ended July 3, 1888. 
The 
following summaries are compiled from 
the reports of the several inspectors and 
present the geueral result of the year’s 
business for the State at large: 
Number of counties in whoa coal has 
been mined, 49: mines and openings of all 
kinds, 851; tons of lump coal mined, 
ll,597;963; value of product at the mines, 
$12,496,885; average value a ton at the 
mines, $1,0775: employes of all kinds, 
80,076; miners, 28,538; boys employed 
underground, 859; average number of 
days of active operations, 211.5; average 
price ^iid a ton for handling 73.1 cents; 
tons ot lump coal mined by hand, 6,110,- 
948; men killed, 12; wives made widows, 
22; children made fatherless, 86; men in ­ 
jured so as to lose time, 201; new mines, 
including old mines reopened, 123; mines 
closed, 106; mining machines in use, 235. 
Of the 85-1 so-called mines 321 are simp * 
ly local openings with less than 1,000 tons 
annual output and 317 more rise to a pro­ 
duct ranging from 1,000 to 10,000 tons 
Two hundred and seventeen mines of 
grerter importance contributed 10,446,497 
tons of 90 per cent of the whole supply of 
fuel raised. 
The four mines from which 
has been delivered the greatest tonnage 
during the year, and the only ones which 
have produced over 200,000 tons each are: 
The Chicago, Wilmington & Vermillion 
Coal company No. I. at Streator; the 
Consolidated Coal company of St. Louis, 
No. 5, at Staunton, and No. 8, at Mount I 
Olive; the Pana Coal and Mining com­ 
pany, No. I, at Pana. 
The county in which the greatest amount 
of coal was hoisted is Macoupin, with a 
record of 1,202,187 tons. 
Tho extremes of 
prices reported are 50 cents a ton on the 
track at several places in St. Clair county 
and $2.25 a ton. 
These extremes are said 
to fairly indicate the actual difference in 
the cost of production. 
Complications 'of 
the prices paid to hand miners previous to 
the labor disturbances show a range be­ 
tween the extremes of 311 cents and $1.50 
paid to tne coal-digger, and the localities 
in which they are found correspond with 
those in which the extremes of prices are 
found. 
The price paid for the greater 
portion of hand mining is from 50 to 
95 cents a ton. 
Although the 
number 
of machines in use has decreased, the out- 
put of machine mined coal increased from 
19 per cent in It 83 to 21 per cent in 1889. 
J With the gradual development of the 
coal resources cf the State it is found that 
the number of operatives drawn here] by 
the demands of the industry increases 
year by year, regardless of the fluctua­ 
tions in trade and wages. 
The gain in 
1889 over the previous year was 666. The 
secretary concludes from tables showing 
the details of the operations of the mines 
that the mines of this State can supply 
the State’s demand and run only two- 
thiMs of the time. 
Eighteen mines favor­ 
ably situated report 300 days or more of 
active operations during the last year, 
but suspensions, more or less prolonged, 
are anjestablished feature of the business.

The Ogilvies have 
large mills in the Northwest and will man- 
ufacture all the grain. 
Their deal cuts a 
lot of other milling companies out of auf 
ficient wheat to keep going, and in conses 
quence wheat has bounced up to 80 cent- 
and over in the country. 
The price paid 
by Ogilvie was within a cent of what 
Duluth wheat at the present prices could 
be laid down here, if or there is not within 
five million bushels of the surplus expected 
in the province when the harvest _wa* 
reaped.

P o t t’s C a m p, Miss., Dec. 24.—A diffi­ 
culty occurred yesterday afternon between 
the whites and blacks at this place, fol­ 
lowed by a general fight with clubs, in 
which four white men were badly cut and 
bruised about the head. 
Three of the 
negroes were arrested and placod in jail. 
A whit l l o’clock an unsuccessful attempt 
was made to release the prisoners by 
the blacks, when a riot ensued and 
two negroes. Tom McGhee and Henry 
Stares, were shot, the latter dying almost 
distantly. 
About twenty-five shots were 
ekchangod. 
The trouble originated in a 
quarrel about the ownership of a dog.

telegram was sent to Sheriff McWilliams 
at Holly Springs, saying that an outbreak 
was probable at any moment and asking 
for aid, to which he promptly responded. 
Everything is quiet today. 
Rumors are 
afloat of squads of negroes collecting in 
tne county„ but they lack confirmation. 
M e m p h is, lenn. 24.—The reported riot 
at Potts Camp, Miss, late Saturday after­ 
noon was not exaggerated. 
One white 
than and two negroes were killed. 
The 
trouble began over a dog aud a fight en­ 
sued between John Ouerton, white, and a 
jTegro named Johnson. 
The negroes who 
took a hand were overpowered and locked 
up. 
Near midnight a gang marched in to 
sack the town, but found guards posted 
who responded to their fire. 
Three ne­ 
groes were badly wounded.

The First national bank of Saugerties 
holds about $50,000, the Saugerties bank 
$30,000, and the national bank of llondout 
about $20, OOO. 
A considerable part of this 
indebtedness is en business papor taken by 
Sheffield & Son and the Saugerties Blank 
Book company for goods sold, from which 
the banks will realize tho full amount. 
The banks which hold this paper are the 
Merchants’ Exchange, the Third national, 
theMercantile, and the Ninth national, of 
Hew York; the First national of Spring­ 
field, Mass., and the Merchants’ national 
of Albany. 
While the total liabilities are estimated 
at $2,000,000, tho liabilities of the com­ 
pany cannot be given accurately. 
The 
assets of Sheffield & Son consist of the mill 
property at Saugerties, estimated at $500, - 
OOO (which is mortgaged for $363,000), of 
which $263,000 is represented in the mort­ 
gage bonds held by the Sheffield family 
and $50,000 by a mortgage on that part of 
the property rented to the Barclay Fiber 
Company; stock manufactured and un­ 
manufactured, worth between $300,000 
and $400,000, and machinery, etc., valued 
at $200,000, besides accounts with custom­ 
ers. 
The assets of the Saugerties Blank­ 
book company are finished and unfinished 
stock, within the neighborhood of $300,000, 
and machinery, etc., valued at about 
$100,000.

N A RECENT NUM- 
ber of tho Cosmopol­ 
itan is a very attrac­ 
tive article byCharles 
S. Pelham-Clinton on 
“The Stables of the 
Queen of England,” 
an abstract of which 
can scarcely fail to 
be read with inter­ 
est. 
Tho stables, which 
are known as 
the 
Royal mews, adjoin 
Buckingham palace, 
but, 
however, are 
not under tho same 
management. 
The head functionary is 
the master of the horse, at present the 
duke of Portland. 
The office goes with 
the government, and is always given to a 
man of rank and wealth as well as of groat 
political influence. 
The main entrance to the stable is 
through tho handsome gateway that opens 
upon Buckingham Palace road. 
In tho 
quadrangle formed by these gates and the 
archway leading to the main courtyard 
are the offices of William Norton, superin­ 
tendent of the royal mews, with those of 
the Duke of Portland and his lieutenant, 
Sir George Maude. 
Tho main part of tho 
work of arrangement and management 
fails upon Sir George Maude and Mr. 
Norton. 
The former selects all the horses, 
arranges the processions, and has the gen­ 
eral ordering of affairs, while Mr. Norton 
looks after the minor details. 
Some idea 
of the work of managing such a large 
affair as the Queen’s stables can be infer­ 
red from the fact that there are HO horses 
in the stables and eighty men employed as 
Coachmen, grooms mid outriders. 
The 
head coachman, G. 
Paine, has been for 
fifteen years in his present position and 
for fifty years in the Queen’s employ. 
Ho 
always drives the state carriage in which 
her majesty sits, and handles the ribbons 
over the famous “creams.” 
We enter tho Royal mews through the 
main gateway, which is surmounted by a 
large clock that chimes the hours. 
The 
whole mews was designed by John Nash 
iQ ^0Vem’ ^ ent» an(* waa completed in 
1825. 
The court yard is about 400 feet 
square. 
The right tide is taken up by 
the royal carriages. 
Opposite these are 
the stables for the chargers, the harness 
room and several stables 
of carriage 
horses. 
Opposite 
tho 
entrance 
are 
'creams” and “blacks,” and the celebrated 
thirty-two stalled staDle. 
I suppose in no stable in tho world can 
Uch a collection of horses be seen. 
All 
i en 0V^t ^ hands high, and most over 
lo£. 
The general color ii bay or brown 
and white legs and feet are conspicuously 
Absent. 
The animals are all given names 
that commence with as many letters of tho 
dealer’s name as practicable, as a record 
of their purchase. 
Thus Blackbird and 
Blackcap were both purchased from a 
dealer named Blackman, and 
Jonquil 
came from Jones. 
All the names are 
placed on iron plates above the racks. 
The floors of the stables are all sanded in 
patterns, and the straw litter is]finished*off 
with a neat straw plait. 
Against the 
posts are neatly arranged sheafs of straw. 
There is a foreman in charge of oach sta­ 
ble, and to every eight horses a coach-

Their 
coats have a marvelous gloss, and their 
jet black tails touch the ground. 
The ef­ 
fect would be a good deal heightened if 
the red harness was used with the black 
horses and the black harness with the 
creams, but the opposite is the rule. 
The whole of the side of the yard oppo­ 
site the harness room is occupied by the 
coach houses, iu which upward of thirty 
state and semi-state carriages are kept. 
Tho conter of interest is, of course, the 
state coach built in 1761, and which Is 
known as the ‘glass coach.1 
It is the 
most superb carriage ever built 
Tho 
paintings on the panels are by the cele­ 
brated artist, Cypriani, and are so valua­ 
ble that £5,000 was offered for the pauel 
on the back by a connoisseur. 
The length 
of the carriage is twenty-four feet, tho 
width eight feet threo inches, and the 
height twelvo feet 
It weighs four tons. 
This coach is hardly ever taken out of the 
house now. 
The lost time it was used was 
when the Queen opened Parliament in 
state, twenty years ago. 
The state coach used nowadays is not by 
any moans so splendid an affair, but it is 
a very handsome carriage. 
The coach was 
used by her majesty two years ago at the 
jubilee, when the creams mado their latest 
appearance in public. 
There are six other 
state coaches in scarlet and gilt, and the 
rest of the carriages aro painted dark 
blue. 
The Royal mews can always be visited in 
the afternoon by an order from Sir George 
Wa udes, and yet Londoners do not visit 
there nearly as frequently as foreigners and 
country people.

In 1861, just after Price had captured 
Lexington, Mo., seven of his mon bound 
themselves by an oath to stand by each 
other and kill all those at whose hands 
they had suffered. 
They wore Quantrell, 
Haller, tho Little brothers, Hampton, 
Kelley and Busham, says the Florida 
Times-Union. 
Many others soon joined 
them. 
All complained 
of terrible out­ 
rages on themselves or members of their 
families, and it is more than probable the 
charges were true, for that was an evil 
time. 
Men were whipped, robbed, mur­ 
dered; women wore insulted, outraged, 
driven from their homes. 
Each army 
contained its quota of bad men and at tho 
beginning of the war discipline was shame­ 
fully slack. 
Then, as always happens in 
such cases, men with no feeling on either 
side of the great controversy robbed un­ 
ionists and charged it to tho secessionists, 
and vice versa, and in such heated times 
each party believes the worst of the other. 
The region in which the James and 
Youngers grew up has had a singular ex­ 
perience in lawlessness. 
From 1819 to 
1854 the western line of Missouri, from 
the site of the present Kansas City south, 
was I tho border between the whites and 
tho semi-civilized Delawares, Shawnees, 
and W yandotte—that is to say, the line 
where criminals were safe. 
The white 
population of Jackson, Clay and adjacent 
counties had increased to a few hundreds 
when the Mormons came in 1833. A year 
later tho “Mormon war” began and raged 
at intervals for four years till the Mormons 
were expelled. 
Eleven years later, the 
emigrants to California made Independ­ 
ence their gathering point, and life became 
generally 
reckless. 
Soon followed the 
Kansas troubles, from 
1854 to 1857. 
Hatred burned in the hearts of the people 
on both sides of tho line; h u n d red s of 
4‘Jayhawkers,” “Red Legs” and “Border 
Ruffians” were longing to get a chance 
for revenge. 
Out of thii 
sanguinary 
chaos of blood and fire tho Quantrell gang 
- I evolved.

man, who has under him a competent; 
number of men and an assistant coachman. 
TH© horses are all clothed alike in neat 
red, white, and blue rugs of a small check 
pattern, bqund with red. 
The initials V. 
R. aro on the quarters, aud the quarter 
cloths have the same initials, with no dis­ 
may. 
Tho price of the horses varies from 
5150 to $250 apiece. 
They must be young 
and pass a rigorous veterinary examina­ 
tion. 
After being purchased they are 
thoroughly trained. 
The chargers have a 
special drill in tho riding school over tim­ 
ber, walls, and hurdles, and are also 
taught to “stand fire.” 
The coachmen have four liveries apiece 
—the state livery, which is a mass of gold; 
the epaulet livery, which is but a little less 
costly; the ordinary scarlet livery, and the 
plain black livery with white waistcoasts 
that is used on all ordinary oc asions. 
All 
the mon live in the rooms above the stables, 
and almost a military discipline is main­ 
tained. 
The first stable on the left contains eight 
good looking bays and browns that ore 
used in the smaller carriages. Other small 
stables are passed, all in perfect neatness, 
and then comes the chargers’ stable. 
In it 
are many grand horses, particularly the 
big 16£ hands bay horse Sunrise, that the 
Emperor of Germany rode in the jubilee 
time. 
All are perfect chargers and will 
stand with their noses close to the largest 
guns whon they are fired and not twitch 
an ear. 
The next stable contains tho small 
chargers, all about 15<J to 16 hands high, 
and equally wall broken. 
Among them is 
the charger that the Ill-fated Prince Ru­ 
dolph rode in the jubilee time. 
Indeed, 
all of the horses in these stables have some 
special association connected with the roy­ 
alties who have been on their backs. 
In 
the equerries’ stable the horses are smaller 
than most of the others. 
On this side of the square also is the 
3tate harness room, a very interesting 
apartment. 
On the left is the “creams’ ” 
state harness. 
The leather is red morocco 
and the heavy plating is gilt on a brass 
foundation. 
The weight is not less than 
112 pounds. 
This harness never leaves 
Buckingham |Palace, and is used only on 
state occasions. 
The gilt crest and arms 
are of beautiful design and work, and the 
whole outfit is superb. 
Hardly less hand­ 
some is what is known as the “black horse 
state harness.” 
This is made of black 
leather, and the crest and royal arms are 
of brass; the trappings of this are covered 
with crests, and the effect is very beauti­ 
ful. 
The weight of a single set is eighty 
pounds. 
In the thirty-two stalled stable ato 
thirty-two fine-bred horses from 164 to 
17J hands, all glistening bays, so perfectly 
matched that almost any four could be 
placed in front of a carriage. 
The per­ 
fect ventilation of the Duilding disposes 
almost entirely of any stable odor. 
The other half of this wing is occupied 
by the “creams” and “blacks,” all stal­ 
lions over 16 hands, and the wheelers 16J. 
The heavy, massive harness and the pecu­ 
liar coloring of these horses make them 
look much smaller than they are. 
Tbe breed originally came from Han 
over in 1820, and the stud at Hampton 
court where they are bred, is the only pure 
specimen of the breed. Since their sojourn 
in England pot a mixed-colored animal has 
been born, which augurs well for the purity 
of the breed. 
They are of curious cream color, with 
very silky manes and tails almost touching 
the ground. 
Their eyes are white, 
with 
pink centers, and their noses are pink, 
almost like human flesh. 
They are very 
tractable and sagacious, and I was told by 
Mr. Norton that they havo wonderful 
memories. 
Of course they are used only 
on state occasions, and the effect of the 
eight horses, with their massive, hand­ 
some harness, attached to the gilded coach 
is very fine. 
Occo is the handsomest of 
the creams, and is a very intelligent ani­ 
mal. 
Opposite the creams are the eight 
blackk Tho wheaten*, . qrq no less than
